Prof. L. y. King, l-'.R.S., described 
some of Ills rc.°oarciic.s in tho field of 
sound waves of high intensity at the 
meeting of the Physical Society yes- 
terday afternoon at Five, In the Phy- 
sics Building. Tho special application 
of these studies l.<i the fog signals and 
alarms that arc found In conjunction 
with all lighthouses. 

The problems were first brought to 
the notice of the professor In 1012 
when. In conjunction witli iJr. Barnes, 
lio made a tour of tho St. I^awrencc 
Gulf to study icebergs. Tlio signals 
may be heard from a distance of over 
twenty miles under ideal conditions, 
but under adverse conditions, they are 
inaudible at one mile. 

Air Conditioni 
The reaaoiia for tills phenonicnon 
were explained as due to llio continual 
movement of tho air. On tlic calmest 
day, eddies and currents carry tho 
sound waves in all directions. Oddly 
enough, the l>cst conditions arc obtain- 
ed when there is an onshore wind, as 
tills is more unlfoimiy heated, a.nd de- 
void of tho eddies that are a feature 
of the land breeze. 

Tho professor traced tho history of 
fog horns. At first they were operated 
by steam, and used a-long trumfiet. 
Later trumpets thirty feet In diameter 
were used, but these were unsucccjs- 
fut. Sirens using compressed ulr were 
used in Kngiand. The modern instru- 
ment, tho Olaphone, also uses com- 
pressed air. 

Sound Tranemiislon ' 
The main difficulty in mapping 
these sound waves was to get an in- 
strument sufficiently sensitive to de- 
lect and record them at a. distance, an 
tho power transmitted Is extremely 
small. Some Idea ot this may be Ealn« 
ed from the fact that seven mll'lon 
cornotlstH are required to transinlt one 
horso power In sound waves. Wltli '.he 
collaboration of several other physlc- 
'.Bta, an instrument was designed. The 
Dominion Oovernm^nt provided tlio 
party with a tug, and they WHre a^>:e 
to plot the Intensity o( the «ound at 
distances up to cl/nt nillos.

L,atcr, , leaning over 
a stream to drink, Tom falls In and 
H thus precipitated into .i. w.atery 
fairy land. Tills important incident is 
omitted from tho drama and not re- 
ferred to in any way. 

Lengthy Story 

The writer I'osponslbic for adapting 
Ch.arics KIngsley'a moral fairy story, 
which wo were permitted to view fore 
and aft yesterday afternoon, must bo 
convinced that no one so aJlows his 
education to Ijc neglected as to Iki un- 
acquainted with tho original. It was 
not' to be e.vpcclcd, however, that a 
talo of tho length of "Tho Water 
Baljies" could bo dramatically des- 
cribed in an lioDr :i.nd a half, ilesiilte 
a rapid change of scene. At tho same 
tlmo a careful use of a betwccn-sccno 
Interlocutor or licrald filling In the 
gaps might Improve Iho construction. 

From tlio point of view of the chil- 
dren — who I fiupposo aro the only ones 
that count— Uio rich scenic enchant 
monts culminating In a very skilfully 
contrived Garden Uhdcr Tho Sea, will 
stay longer In the iiioniory tlian the 
di.aiugiie it.'^clf.

OF PERSIA

"The J{08« of Persia" must Jiave boen plucked 
out of an English garden, for tho music Unit por- 
trays It is dcfiivllcly of that national stamp, and too 
much lllte Sullivan's usual writings, to suEGcsl the 
oriental. This opera, however, presented by tlic 
Montreal Operatic Society In tho Victoria Hall, 
Westmount, for tho past three niffhts, and again 
tonleht, has cnough musical merit to ba worth 
llstcnlngr to. tliough it suffers from a great lack- 
Gilbert. 

Proof of group genius is boat shown, when It 
Is broken, or when ono of tlio members is sup- 
planted by another. Sullivan wltliout Gilbert, is a 
shade of what was once glory, now thin, and lack- 
ing In tho original splendour. Hood, the substitute 
author attempts to instil tho Gllbcrtian flavour of 
humour, but falls, leaving only some weak puns, 
and a pointless sentimental story about which 
Sullivan must write his music. AVith tho handicap, 
the latter does Avell, but the spirit U weak. 

(.'holro of tlio correct play or opera to present 
.seems to bo tlic falling point ot almost all amateurs. 
Tiio Montreal Operatic Society, fell also In this, 
but overcomo tho defects by fair presentation. 
Generally, tho voices of th« cast were rich and 
clear, but two exceptions must be noted. Hassan's 
first wife is a weak contralto, stiff In movement, 
iiml only fits Into lier part by being everything 
that is umlesirablo. The .second Is tho stor.v- teller, 
who sings too far down his throat, choaking hl.'i 
voice, and spoiling what might otherwise be plea- 
sant to listen to. Many of tTioso with secondary 
parts proved surprisingly good both as singers and 
actors, and I wonder why they did not replace those 
higher up whq were so Inferior. 

Tho choruses were very strong and (iiiito eCIec- 
tlvc. .X. tniallcr number of singers niisht have been 
better, since tho voluiiio was too much for the hall. 
The orchestra, good In tgne, und following well, 
felt Into the h.ablt of too many accompanying on 
the professional stage, that is they drowned out 
the soloists too often. Fortunately, Sullivan, took 
them Into account, and tlio result musically, at 
least, is fair, making acceptable enterlalnmehL

The carrying of this rnotion 
would be a permanent mark in the history 
of Htuficnt .self-government here. It would 
show lil)C!a!ily i>( ontionk and a pleasing] 
di.sn jMi'd ui' the e.Ni lu.-jVe male tradition. I 
It w(,'il(.l alsj show a rallier refreshing 
altitude of mind if the general principle 
ol the motion .should be adopted as the ob- 
vious and logical stej) without too much in- 
.si.s'.anct! on the details which could be 
wrestltd out .-irterwards to the satisfaction 
of both partie;-. 

There has not always been a tiivision 
in government between the men and the 
women. The old Alma Mater Society which 
flourished before the birth of the present 
undergraduate generation truly represent- 
ed the whole student body by including 
both male and female councillors 
.scheme worked to the .suti.sf action of every- 
one and ehniinated the overlapping author- 
ities which now exist.

wit. "The Rose of Persia' is one of those varieties 
which would, on the whole, do well to wasto Its 
sweetness on the desert air. That is, strictly from 
the viewpoint of the stall occupant. For purposes 
of comparison and study of the nineteenth century 
operetta tho production is a praLsewortliy one. 

Here we have tho II.as!-an thcmo (so poetically 
rendered in exquisite English by KIroy Flecker) 
travestied by Basil Hood. It Is the old legend of tho 
humble philosopher mad« Sultan for a dîiy, with 
' ! tho ramifications of sentimental byplay and pond- 
erous Jokes which fall with a thud after, laborious 
preparation. One scarcely {Inds nn edge to tho 
wrilor'ri .sailrf or ;i. dozen conseoutlvo lines which 
are not us dull ;ia the costumcH arc gaudy. Kvoii 
Sullivan seems to liavo given it up a~i a bad job, 
and filled his score with pretty-pretty melodies and 
nothing more. 

Among tho roles was a. very heavy responsibi- 
lity tor tho many soloists: tho choruses were most 
powerful In a large cast— but then as a rule stout 
people are the bettor blngcrs.

The .iverage umlpr.mailuato'a roneepllon ot a col- 
lege or liftlvcrslly before ho actually li\<'» tli'tro Is 
eilhor that the institution Is a proverbial place for 
play or that 11 is a dungeon of educational drudgery 
where there Is no liglit for four years.

In the particular 
te(.hn;ciil field ho lias chosen to follow, secondly, 
and cijuaily important, In the way to live with 
others, carry on the business of tho University com- 
munity and occupy u position in tho community. To 
do the first, he must, else our slay is shortened ; to 
do tho second, we should, else a good half la lost.

'I'lu- way these luen reason 
Ig Hint If a man can iiiaK» iliose grailoa and rarry 
a number of.outaliiu atilvUlea, liu could have mado 
Just that much liellcr grurlos If lie had roniiiliiQd a 
bookiiouiid und cuiisciiucnlly he Iiils potential abil- 
iiy.

Tho kinds of brooms are as varied as their 
uses; but they all posaèis certain characteristic 
defects. In the first place tliere is neither grace, 
delicacy nor galnliness to a broom. It is one of 
your awkward, blundering articles wholly want- 
ing to poiso when plied with the skUtuUest ot 
nitads; while to itself, It sprawls recklessly 'upon 
the ground of action. A broom without a hand 
to it la more helpless than an anoncephallo infant. 
Which brings ua to contemplate the "Office Broom" 
which recently swept its inconsequcntlalitles across 
this sheet. With a raising of dust that would 
iKivo rcjoJced tho heart of the veriest obscurant, 
this indiscrlminating "sweep" cleared motion and 
medicos out of the house. The motion, it eeema, 
was a miracle; and a mircle ia the last straw to 
such a prosaic object aa a broom. Xef it not be 
supposed, however, that this particular specimen 
was commonplace altogether. Far from it. For 
universities appear to place tho stamp of the uni- 
que even upon their brooms; and so this one was 
found possessed of a mouth with which it rather 
equivocally Invited mcd. students to use theirs. W« 
trust it will not complain of any inaptncss on their 
part to adopt the advice. Apart from this invita- 
tion tho broom's mouth did little but bite the dust 
over the "admitted fact that Sled, students are 
first class mathematicians."— ot which no ono Is 
more keenly aware than theniscivcs. But this, 
of course, Is hot the crux of the matter at ail- 
though wo should bo the last to hide out talent 
under a bushel. 

Tho question of Uiia motion ossenlially re- 
volves upon whether we are to have Intercollegi- 
ate sport in fact as well as In name. 

Whether intercollegiate cohtpetitlons are to be 
conducted primarily for the enjoyment , and >8atis- 
facllon of the student body, or for the amusement 
ot the public. Whether, In a word, students are 
to liave the first consideration in their own ath- 
letic events or whether they are to witness their 
virtual heritage sold to tho public. The motion 
does not pretend to represent; ■ the "wiiardry of 
finance"; and the contrary conclusion of its op- 
ponents indicates an ignoratio elenchi that is as 
appnllng as it is blind. The motion Is simply n 
practical apiilicivllon of the principle of "students 
first in their own college meets". That is why it 
is so futile to confront supporters ot this rational 
principle with tables, of general admission prices 
"sacraflccd" for the students' accommodation. 
Tilts is the moss ot pottago for which our virtual 
birthrights have been sold; and If our birthright 
means as much to us as it ought — to justify its 
continued existence — It Is unreasonable to expect 
us to part with H on thesa terms. 

Xolwithstanding the slur that has been cast 
upon the mathematical abilities of the Med. stu- 
dents hy a pseudo-psychologist, they will bo the 
first to admit that the adoption of this motion 
may very well entail a reorganization ot tho fin- 
ances of the Athletic Board. Though this need 
not ensuo since the motion In no wise excludes 
public patronage save when auch compromises 
student privileges. liut I think it is lamentable, 
sir. that the cudgels should ever have been taken 
up on faculty grounds; especially since the motion 
eminently concerns the interests of the entire 
student bo(l.v. I^ct us remember that while we 
ostensibly accept or reject a very palpable bill, 
wo are at tho same time deciding the fUte of ath- 
lettos nt thia university. The enthusiasts for the 
principle of <'lntercolIeBiate sports for the prlmniy 
bonofit of the students" trust nono will be de- 
terred from upholding this mnllon by considera- 
tions ot tentative readministration of the athletic 

finapcen.

^tcGlll seems to be reaching the 
cross-roads which face so many uni- 
versities to-day — either she must, com- 
mercialize her athletics, as many 
have done, or she must maintain as 
sh« has done In the past that sports 
are but a relaxation from the true 
purpose of any university career. 

If It Is felt tiia^^^^^ill must jump 
on the "Ballyhoo Wagon," well, 
then, let's do It frankly; let's have 
$10,000-a-year-coaches, a publicity di- 
rector, an haJf-million-dolIar stadium. 
and all the rest of the pyrotechnics 
which go with tho picture. 

If, on the other hand, it Is Celt that 
the students who form the university 
are the centre of Interest, let us ac- 
knowledge that fact. I cannot i>ee 
how ono can question, for a moment, 
the Idea that the STUDE.NTS AP.E 
the UNIVEnSITY. If you remove 
them, your bulidlnss, your teaching 
staff, your playing fields, and. your 
coaches are left with nothing with 
which to work. On the other hand 
one m.iy group twenty or forty men 
together and, almost without equip- 
ment, conduct quite an efficient uni- 
versity. Tho Greeks did !t for al- 
most 2,500 years (and they had better 
athletics than wo have now!) It Is 
the student who creates tlio team, 
gives a great deal of the money and 
most of the intense interest. What docs 
he get tor it?- He Is encouraged to 
turn out for unlveralty athletics; fail- 
ing this, he is encouraged to play inter- 
class or interfraternlty games. Unfor- 
tunately, but ten or twenty men can 
play in the university games even 
though the interest to play may be uni- 
versal. Therefore, he does the nest 
best thing — goes to see his team and 
hi« classmates play (I would like to 
emphasize the possessive pronounl and, 
under the present system, he and his 
classmates arc scattered about over the 
stands Indiscrimlnatcl.v, while the 
seats which hi* Interest and hia' ac- 
tivity have created are sold to people 
who have, very often, little Interest In 
the school or players. It docs seem 
reasonable that the graduates and un- 
dergraduates should have the prefer- 
ence before any outsiders. 

That tho wooden stands on the south 
side of the Stadium are reserved for 
students at all football games Is ques- 
tionable: I know that at one gamo 2,000 
rush seats were sold prior to two 
o'clock — that, I think, needs some ex- 
planation. Ot the recent llarvard- 
McOIII game, the less aald, the bçtter. 

As there seems to be some idea 
tibroad that Mr. Clay, and myself had 
no definite scheme to substitute for 
tho present system, allow me to contra- 
dict that view; for wo would never 
have suggested a revision unless we 
had an alternative In mind. This, wo 
intend to air at the proper time. It 
follows along the generally accepted

BEWARE OF 
COMMUNISTIC 
VIEWS 



By Ernett Pitt. 



In view of tin; o.Mreme talk that lias 
been lieanl recently In regard to llic 
Communist nirnare, and tho discussion 
aroUHcd by Soviet overtures toward 
Canada, It occurred lo mo some tin\o 
Mso that it might I'o worth wlillo look- 
ing into llie (luesllon from tho iiolnl of 
view thai InlercHls real estate people, 
that of the piopcily owner, says Mr. 
ICrnest J'ilt. 

"Having salislieil myself as to where 
tho'property owner ought lo utanil In 
respect of tho Soviet and tho party 
from which they arise, it occurs to mo 
that It might be worth while passing 
on to others who own or aro Interested 
In real estate, tho conclusions that I 
arrived at. Ono may so easily be 
drawn Into a lino of sympathy with 
any particular cause, when tho appeal 
is made In regard to something that 
docs not touch us directly. But when 
wo bring tho subject Into lino with our 
own personal interests and occupa- 
tions, wo can understand tho matter 
much more clearly. 

Now, a consultation of tho famous 
.Marclan manifesto shows that com- 
munism, of Avlilch Soviet Russia Is tho 
outstanding pr-stlcal exposition. Is 
bitterly oppo.'îcd to private ownership 
of property. It Is true, that as a tem- 
porary measure of conciliation, tho 
Soviets are allowing farmers In Kus- 
sla at the present time to hold land in 
such a way that Ihcy feel ns if they 
owned it. The peasants have to be 
concillnted at the present lime, but re- 
pealed declarations by Soviet authori- 
ties leave no doubt as to the fact that 
they stand for stato ownership of all 
tho land, and that some day, it their 
experiment succeeds, there will bo no 
ono in Itussia who can lay claim to 
ownership of any property. 



And the communist parties working 
in Canada and tho Ujiitod States 
branches of the Third Intcrnatlunal of 
which the Soviet Is tlio practical out- 
come, aro preaching tho same doctrine 
on this continei.l. No ono .should lie 
allowed to holil a parcel oC real cîlate, 
a roupie of lots .'ind a little bouse, for, 
accordlns to llieni, such Is ii very 
wli'liccl piacllce. 

Tho struggling working man wlio 
saves and slaves to gallicr u Utile 
shack to which ho adds a little every 
year until 11 lins beconio ii real house, 
may be a hero of economic life to us, 
a man deserving of praise, encourage- 
ment, help, but to our Communist 
friends ho is Iho worst type of sinner, 
ho Is an anti-communist, find that Is 
tho worst of ofTensos. 

These f cts I gatlier f:-.... the ct-jdy 
of Coniniunlst literature and prjp.v- 
ganda ^of tho kind handed out by 
prcuchors of their Aoctrino In Canada, 
atld public statements by their leaders 
In nuss4a and Glscwhorc. 

When we, In Canada, arc called upon, 
therefore, lo consider such problems 
,is that of doing business with tho So- 
viets, of encouraglns tbo Soviets '.ind 
of tolerating tho propaganda In Canada 
of Communist bodies, 11 Is well to re- 
member, that the Soviet Is nfrilintcd 
lo the main Communist body, (ho Thlr.l 
International. To encourage tho So- 
viet encourages tho Third' Interna- 
tional, lo which Iho Soviet pays heavy 
subscriptions, directly, or indirectly. 
And the Third International, in turn, 
fosters and encourages the propaganda 
oC tho Communist bodies in Montreal, 
Toronto, New York and elsewhere, 
whose basic principle is tho abolition 
of property ownership and to whom 
owning property Is the worst oC sins."

plan of most ot the other universities 
of the country. 

Of course, the wall will Bo up that 
tho loss ot rcvcnuo will curtail other, 
less important, activities; however, 
other schools seem to finance things 
nicely, manage their students satisfac- 
torily (or nearly so) and even show a 
profit after tho year is over. We all 
kiiow that the University, proper, has 
had to cut its cloth to suit Its purse; Is 
not this applicable to the Athletic 
Board, also? 

Lastly, there has been constant agi- 
tation for better organized cheering 
at tho games which are given at home. 
May 1 point out tho fact that organized 
cheering at McGill will never bccomo 
a fact unless the students are grouped 
together in ono place. It Is hard to 
get a "yell" from a stand when half tho 
people In Jt have never been at the 
University. 

And, now, for a slight discussion of 
the "vacuum cleaner's" lellcr: lleally, 
there are so many absurdities In It lhat 
It Is hard to know where to start:' 

1. Ho proves by some peculiar ma- 
thematical reasoning, entirely his own, 
tliat fool-ball tickets (season) worth 
Î5.50 will bring $9.90; then, adds the 
price of six hypothetical hockey games 
(which may not be played moro than 
onco in four years) to his $9.90 — this 
gives him $15.90; to that ho adds the 
price of tho si.x hockey games which 
aro played; then, adds another $3.00 to 
the score.

administered. Consequently, his long 
argument to prove tliat the book o( 
coupons is worth $-.00 Is about as 
valuable as tho book of coupons. 

With reference to maintenance, may 
I point out tho fact that thero Is a cur- 
rent belief that both the rinks and the 
tennis courts support themselves — and 
that they have not received any money 
from llie Alhlcllc Board l.ilely. Further, 
in ciso ho does not know It, tho fni- 
tcrnitlcs and other teams havo to pay 
for thc\privllcgo of using tho Ico for 
their games — another source ot rovcnuo 
ot which he Is, apparently unaware. 

It Ih exceptionally hard, however, to 
discuHH tho finances of the Athletic 
Board Intelligently, owing to tho fact

3. On Ilia third paragraph, ho has a 
long preamble about the UnivorBlty's 
assessing the students $8.00 for ath- 
letics; tlicn, when ho gets to the bot- 
tom of said paragraph, ho discloses to 
tho palpitating public that tho Univer- 
sity had nothing lo do with it at .all;
